Robert Bell, the Securl'^ Officer for KACA, Washington, D.C. , to the 
office of Special Agents Emricb and Lampbere vltb respect to our in- 
veatigatlon on William Perl. It might be noted that Mr. Bell Is a 
former Special Agent of tbe Bureau. Mr. Bell said that he recently 
received informatioD from the Public Relations Officer of tbe KACA 
in Cleveland, Mr. Walter Ore, vbo had received his information from tbe 
Chief Librarian at BACA, Cleveland, a Mrs. Lyons. The Information dealt 
vltb an Assistant Librarian at MCA by the name of Eleanore ES^llkins. 

She is described as a very plain,, crippled girl. It was repor-ted that 
during tbe tins Perl vas employed by NACA In Cleveland be was friendly 
vltb Hiss Wilkins and allegedly had dated her. Approximately six weeks 
ago Miss Wilkins vent to Bev York City, taking two months annual leave 
for tbe alleged, purpose of attes^tlng to get a foreign acbolarshlp. She 
ie reported to have stayri at 123 West 13 th Street, Bev York City. Letters 
^ received by MCA eqployees in Cleveland from Miss Wilkins did not indicate 
that she bad done anything vltb respect to obtaining a scholarship and 

reportedly dealt only with her social activities. It was not

Miss Wilkins are that in her position as Assistant Librarian at BACA

done by HACA themselves. Coupling this fact vlth her pledn appearance 
It vas difficult for the en^loyees at HACA In Cleveland to understand 
why Perl vottld have dated her. It being thought that he might have bad 
some ulterior motive in mind. 

Ur. Bell suggested that Ur. Jesse Hall, the Security Officer at 
HADA, Cleveland, or Mr. Jack Bro\m, the Personnel Officer, voxild be 
able to furnish further details and more accurate Information vltb 
respect to this matter. 

During Ur. Bell's visit he Inquired as to the status of the In- 
vestigation on Perl and requested that If an arrest vas to he made of 
Perl he vould appreciate being advised at least one day In advance In 
viev of the fact that he e^qpects that If Perl is arrested inquiries 
vlll be made of NACA in Cleveland and be vo^lld like to have the 
opportunity to alert his Public Relations inan there, particularly 
in an effort to keep any comment dovn to the hare facts with respect to 
Perl's es^lo^ment there. No commitment vas made to Mr. Bell with respect
